aguin. The methods employed to bring 
about its defeat were simply outrage- 
ous. The fact that a Senator’s name 
was forged to telegrams urging action 
in relation to the bill is sufficient to 
convince me that the bill has consider- 
able merit. 

“Besides, it is a part of the Demo- 
cratic platform and we cannot afford to 
ignore it I am glad to .see the Post- 
Dispatch take up this question and agi- 
tate it.”’ 

Senator John L. Bradley of St..hran- 
cois County, author of the miners’ bill, 
which was defeated by a close vote in 
the House of Representatives after the 
Senate had passed it, said today that he 
had prepared another bill. 

Folk to Yield, Says Bradley. 

“T feel confident that Gov. Folk will 
yield to the laboring masses in this mat- 
ter. I live in a mining district, the lead 
belt of Southeast Missouri, and I know 
the tremendous odds that weigh against 
the men who earn § their daily bread 
down in the pit. Surely if it is right to 
give railroad employes a fellow servant 
law, aren’t the boys in the mines entl- 
tled to one also? Who has ever read of 
a mine horror without thinking of the 
widows and children left behind by the 
victims. Now if these unfortunates are 
not able to recover damages from acci- 
dents when they occur through the neg- 
ligence of one of their fellow workmen 
we might as well give up the idea of 
putting labor on an equal footing with 
capital.’’ 

Senator Anthony said: “Let the Gov- 
ernor recommend a fellow servant law 
for miners by all means. I voted for 
the bill at the recent regular session 
and believe that it should be submitted 
again. ; 

Said Senator Mayer: “The miners 
should be protected. I believe they en- 
counter the same danger as do railroad 
employes. They are entitled to the 
same rights. It seems to me that if we 
ore to consider any legislation at all, the 
fellow servant bill should be first among 
the Governor's recommendations.”’ 

Senator Kinney declared: “I am for 
the miners’ bill. I received one _ of 
those bogus telegrams, to which Sen- 
ator Connor's name was signed, but Il 
voted for the bill anyhow, although 
Tom Connor was a good friend of mine 
and I thought he desired me to vote 
against it. Gov. Folk would make no 
mistake if he recommended this bill 
to the special session. He might make 
a serious mistake if he failed to do so.”’ 

The present fellow-servant law, hold- 
ing railroad companies responsible for 
accidents to their employes, when such 
accidents occur as the result of negli- 
gence on the part of another employe, 
resulted from ai vigorous campaign 
waged by the Post-Dispatch 12 years 
ago. Under the same conditions and 
practically the same circumstances 
which contributed to the defeat of the 
miners’ bill at the recent session, the 
railroad lobby managed to defeat the 
railroad fellow-servant bill at the 1895 














regular session. Gov. Stone called the 

Legislature in special session at that 
time for the purpose of taking up the 
matter again. The bill then became a 
law. 

The claims of the miners were not 
put forward on that occasion. Mining, 
in fact, was. not the great institution 
then in Missouri that it is now. A 
decade ago there were only 6000 or 
6000 miners employed throughout the 
State. Today there are over 30,000. 

Feature in the Campaign. - 
“The miners have been trying for 
two years to get a law through the 
Legislature,’’ said their representative, 
Mr. Colville, today. ‘“‘But the lobby 
that has fought us and is now fighting 
us is resourceful and has plenty of 
money behind it. The special cam- 
paign now progressing in Jasper 
County to select a successor to Sena- 
tor Connor is featured with the fellow- 
servant law for miners as the para- 
mount issue The Republicans are tn 
favor of such legislation, but say that 
a conservative law should be passed. 
That means no law at all. The Demo- 
crats are for an out-and-out fellow- 
servant law. There are several thov- 
sand miners in Jasper County and 
every one of them is anxious that the 
Legislature should have full opportu. 
nity to act on this bill.’”’
